CIIAPTER 45.
AGRICULTURE.

AN ACT to amend an act, entitled “an act*for the encouragement of agriculture,”
approved February 6, 1851.

Be il enacled by the General Assembly of the State of lowa:

Section 1. Society may draw $200. That any county agricultural society
organized and complying with the provisions of the act, to which this is
amendatory, may draw from the state treasury, two hundred dollars, in lieu
of fifty dollars, as provided for in the first section of the aet to which this
19 an amendment, :

[74] CHAPTER 46.
JUDICIAL DISTRICTS.

AN ACT fixing the boundaries of the several judiclal districts, and the time of holding
courts therein,

Be it cnaclid by the Grneral Assembly of the State of Towa:

Secrion 1. First judicial district. That the counties of Lee, Desmoines,
Louisa, and Henry shall compose the first judicial distriet.

Sec. 2. Terms. That terms of court shall be held in the county of Lee
ut Keokuk, on the 2nd Monday of February and 4th Monday in Septermber.
At Fort Madison on the first Monday in April, and second Monday 10
November., TIn the county of I}esmoines, on the fourth Mondays in April and
October. In the county of Louisa, on the first Mondays of March and
September. In the county of Henry, on the second Mondays of March and
September.

SEc. 3. Second judicial district. That the counties of Dubuque, Del#
ware, Clayton. Alamakee, Winneshiek, Y¥ayette, Buchanan, Black-Ha‘?k’
Bremer, Chickasaw and Howard shall constitute the second judicial district.

Sec. 4. Term. The terms of the court shall be held in the county of
Dubuque. on the first Monday in October and fourth Monday in Mareh.
In the couniy of Clavton. fourth Mondays in May and October. In the
county of Alamakee, first Mondays in June and November. In the count¥
of Favette, on the second Mondays in June and November. In the count¥
of Delaware. on the third Mondays in June and November. and in all other
counties at such times and places as the judge may direet.
